Erno Balogh has recorded several keyboard 
works of Bach in these two albums. The Twelve 
Little Preludes are recorded for the first time in 
their entirety on the piano, An earlier perfor- 
mance by Yella Pessl on the harpsichord has been 
withdrawn, and Wanda Landowska's rendition ‘of 
the first three (contained on the last side of her 
performance of the Italian Concerto—G-DB5007/8) 
is out of stock as we go to press. The Six Little 
Preludes were once recorded by Landowska but 
have been withdrawn for some time. The Three 
Minuets were once available in a performance 
by Egon Petri and the Gavottes from the English 
Suite No. 6 were once available by Yella Pessl. 
So there is actually room for new recordings of 
all these selections. Furthermore, Mr. Balogh plays 
with sound musicianship and has been accorded 
very fine recording. 


BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Symphony No. 6 in F major, Op. 68 
("Pastorale"). Philadelphia Orchestra conducted 
by Bruno Walter.

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Here is a performance done with loving care 
by one of Beethoven's finest interpreters. An 
earlier performance of the symphony made by 
Walter in Vienna some years ago has been dis- 
continued. It was an effective performance but 
the recording left much to be desired. Now we 
have a stunning recording made with the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra which is completely satisfactory. 
There are many recordings of this very popular 
symphony but this one easily takes its place as 
‚one of the finest, both from an interpretative and 
vecording point of view.

Lacking a complete recording of the Brahms 
Requiem, its admirers must be satisfied with those 
recorded excerpts from it that approach its true 
spirit. One of the best of these is this superb 
HMV recording of the soprano solo with choral 
support, "Ye that now are sorrowful.” Hildegard 
Erdmann carries the solo part with great distinc- 
tion. The tempo, so often pulled out of shape in 
this passage, is right, and the recording is up to 
the very highest HMV standard. The entire Re- 
quiem done in this style would be a major event 
in recording history. We can be properly grateful, 
however, for this great excerpt as performed on 
this single record. 

This record, which has been out of stock for 
quite a few years, is again available. 


BRAHMS: Sapphische Ode & PFITZNER: Ist der 
Himmel darum in Lenz so blau. Friedel Beckmann 
(mezzo-soprano in German) & Bruno Seidler- 
Winkler (piano). 10" imported record (2 sides), 
No. G-EG6846; price $1.45. 


There have been many recordings of this 
popular Brahms song, but at the present time only 
Hulda Lashanska's version (V-7085) seems to be 
available in domestic catalogues. A very fine per- 
formance by the mezzo-soprano, Friedel Beckmann, 
is currently available from England. It is coupled 
with a song by the famous composer-conductor, 
Hans Pfitzner, who recorded for Polydor in the 
early electrical recording days. 

This is easily one of the best performances of 
the Brahms song to have been recorded, and the 
recording itself is remarkably clear and well- 
balanced. Mme. Beckmann's big mezzo-soprano 
voice is ideally suited for these two songs.

Robert Casadesus' interpretations of French 
piano music are among the best available today, 
and in this recording of Debussy's Second Book 
of Préludes he gives a remarkably sympathetic 
performance. These pieces are not as familiar as 
the First Book of Préludes because they have been 
performed less frequently in the concert hall. 
There was a complete recording by Walter Giese- 
king (CM-382, out of stock as we go to press) 
which was a wonderful performance, and the re- 
cording was very successful. Unfortunately in the 
present set, the piano is quite brittle and per- 
cussive in the treble and the bass is often muddy. 
This is not true of every side, but it is true of too 
many. Here is a fine performance which is only 
occasionally revealed by the recording.

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DELIBES (LEO) 


DELIBES: Sylvia — Ballet Music.—Excerpts. B.B.C. 
Theatre Orchestra conducted by Stanford Robin- 
son.

"Sylvia," Delibes grand mythological ballet in 
three acts, was first represented at the Opéra in 

Paris on June 14, 1876. The story, derived from 

Tasso's poem "Arminta”, is about Sylvia, the favor- 

ite nymph of the goddess, Diana. She is pursued 

by the black hunter, Orion, and is borne away a 

captive. She is rescued by her lover, Arminta, a 

shepherd. For breaking her vow as a nymph to 

the chaste goddess, Diana, Sylvia is about to for- 
feit her life as the penalty. However, at this point 

Cupid, the god of Love, intervenes and all ends 


happily. 
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This suite of excerpts from the ballet consists 
of the following selections: Prelude; Les Chas- 
seuresses; Intermezzo & Valse lente; Pizzicato; Cor- 
tége de Bacchus. The recording is bright and open 
in this charming work. The only other recording 
of this suite is a rather old performance by a 
symphony orchestra conducted b John Barbirolli. 
The newer performance and recording is easily 
preferable. This is one of the high fidelity record- 
ings of English Decca which are being released in 
this country.

ELGAR (SIR EDWARD) 


ELGAR: Concerto in E minor, Op. 85 for 'Cello 
and Orchestra.

The first performance of Elgar's 'Cello Con- 
certo took place at Queen's Hall, London, on 
October 27, 1919 with Felix Salmond as soloist. 
A poor orchestral performance by the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra marred the first hearing. In addi- 
tion, many people, accustomed to the roman- 
ticism of the Violin Concerto, were disappointed 
by the compact, rather austere score of this con- 
cert. However, time has proved this conciseness 
to bs among its chief virtues. The careful and 
extremely effective orchestration is clearly re- 
vesled in the present mirror-like recording. The 
great Spanish 'cellist has not beon heard in a new 
recording in many years, so it is with great pleasure 
that we welcome this virtuoso back to the record- 
ing field. Time has not diminished his powers or 
interpretive ability. Rather, modern recording re- 
veals a talent which is among the greatest of our 
asneration. 


An earlier recording by W. H. Squire and 
the Hallé Orchestra has been withdrawn while an 
imported version by Beatrice Harrison with the 
composer conducting (G-D1507/9) is occasionally 
in stock. However, the penetration and spirit of 
the Spanish musician make his version easily the 
best obteinable. The recording is among the finest 
of the recent English releeses.

This authentically presented set of songs by 
Alexander Grechaninov with the composer at the 
piano was originally issued in March 1942 and then 
was quickly withdrawn. Recently it was reinstated 
in the catalogue, so we call your attention to a 
new supply which we have received. The recording 
is well balanced and realistic. 


HANDEL (GEORGE FREDERICK)

The Handel selection comes from a Flute 
Sonata included in Op. |. An early recording by 
René Le Roy and Kathleen Long is no longer 
available. This arrangement for clarinet and piano 
is skillfully played by Mr. Kell. The Corelli selec- 
tion is the famous "Gigue" used in the "Suite 
for Strings" which is made up of three movements 
from the violin sonatas of Op. 5. Here again Mr. 
Kell's clarinot is employed in a most musicianly 
fashion. The recorded tone is realistic and a good 
balance has been maintained between the solo 
instrument and the piano. 


HAYDN (FRANZ JOSEPH) 


HAYDN: Quartet in G minor, Op. 74, No. 3 ("The 
Horseman"). Budapest String Quartet. Two 12" 
records (4 sides) in Set CX-274t; price com- 
plete with album $3.00. 

The G minor Quartet, Op. 74, No. 3, of 
Haydn was composed in all probability in London 
in 1794, Thus it falls in the composer's most mature 
period. The influence of Mozart is clearly discerni- 
ble in broad second movement, marked Largo 
assai (which Cobbett has called "Miltonic" in its 
grandeur). The peculiar rhythmic figure which 
opens the first movement has caused some listeners 
to discern a man on horseback. For this reason the 
work is ‚usually referred to as "The Horseman" or 


"The Rider".

The only other recordings of this wonderful 
work were by the Pro Arte Quartet (in the So- 
ciety Vol. 2, discontinued) and by the Buxbaum 
Quartet, also not available. 

The present sensitive reading has been re- 
corded in a studio without much resonance. How- 
ever, this should not detract from the general 


excellence of the set.

MENDELSSOHN (FELIX)

In 1832 the Philharmonic Society of London com- 
missioned Mendelssohn to compose a symphony, 
an overture and a vocal piece. The symphony 
was written during his long tour of Italy and was 
completed in Berlin. It is a graceful work, not too 
profound, but always entertaining and vivacious. 

Dr. Unger's musicianship and spirit make his 
version of the "Italian symphony a performance 
to be cherished and remembered. The recording 
is superb as is the orchestral playing. The per- 
formance was recorded in Kingsway Hall, London, 
and the acoustics of the hall probably account for 
much of the lifelike quality of the recording. 

On the last side there is a rousing performance 
of "The War March of the Priests” from "Athalia" 
which has also received remarkable treatment from 
the recording engineers. 


MOZART (WOLFGANG 
AMADEUS)

The recent revival of Mozart's opera "The 
Elopement from the Seraglio' in an English trans- 
lation at the Metropolitan has stimulated interest 
in this seldom performed masterpiece. We take 
the liberty of calling to your attention a record 
from our imported lists containing two excerpts. 
Osmin's aria from the first act has been recorded 
before a few times, but none of the records are 
in stock at the present time. On the reverse side, 
there is a charming duet which is recorded for the 
first time. Both the recording and performance are 
completely praiseworthy. 


MOZART: Symphony No. 26 in E flat major, K. 
184. Boston an ony Orchestra conducted by 
Serge Koussevitzky. 12" record (2 sides), No. 
V-11-9363; price $1.05. 
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Mozart's hitherto unrecorded Symphony No. 26 
in E flat major, K. 184, written in 1773, is scored 
for a rather large orchestra. It is of the Italian 
“overture type of symphony. Einstein suggests 
that it may have been written in anticipation of 
an expected opera commission. The rather im- 
posing concerto-like first movement is followed by 
a subtle Andante. A light-hearted Finale closes 
the work. Throughout the orchestration is rich and 
varied. The performance time of the whole work 
is loss than ten minutos. 

Late in 1779 Mozart permitted the symphony to 
be used as an overture to a play by Karl Martin 
Plümicke called "Lanassa" in which the impresario 
Johannes Böhm also used music originally com- 
posed for "Thamos". 

Dr. Koussevitzky's spirited performance of' this 
delightful work has been recorded with the bril- 
liance and precision which mark most of the rec- 
ords of the Boston Symphony. 


MOZART: Symphony No. 41 in C major, K. 551 
("Jupiter") (7 sides) & BACH: Suite No. 3 in 
D major—Air only (I side). NBC Symphony 
Orchastra conducted by Arturo Toscanini. Four

Toscanini's justly famous rendition of the 
"Jupiter" Symphony of Mozart has received ex- 
cellent attention from the recording engineers. 
Made in Carnegie Hall, the performance has a 
vitality and drive which no other recorded version 
of the work possesses. Every tiny detail stands 
out as does the over-all structure of the composi- 
tion. This is indeed one of the great performances 
of a Mozart symphony. The serene and lovely 
Air from Bach's Suite in D major is the filler.

Ralph Kirkpatrick and Alexander Schneider 
have featured several sonatas by Mozart in their 
recent recitals and have recorded three of the 
most outstanding. The recording seems to favor 
the violinist at fhe expense of the harpsichordist. 
These sonatas are more like keyboard pieces with 
violin obbligato and here they are made to sound 
the other way around. This is unfortunate because 
the sonatas are quite effective on the harpsichord. 
All have been recorded before by Lili Kraus and 
Simon Goldberg (in the Parlophone Society Sets). 
These performances have long been proclaimed 
as standard interpretations of these works. It is 
sufficient to say that the present set will stand 
serious comparison. lt is a matter of choice with 
the keyboard instrument. Actually the piano tone 
is perhaps more suited to the sonatas, but the 
harpsichord has a distinctive sound of its own.

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PROKOFIEV (SERGEI) 


PROKOFIEV: Symphony No. 5 in B flat major, 
Op. 100. Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra of 
‘New York conducted by Artur Rodzinski. Five 
12" records (10 sides) in Set CM-661f; price 
complete with album $6.15. 

The entire score of Prokofiev's Fifth Sym- 
phony'was written in one month during the summer 
of 1944. It took another month to orchestrate it 
and in between the composer worked on the score 
of Eisenstein's film "Ivan the Terrible." The first 
performance took place in Moscow on January 13, 
1945 with the composer conducting and was in- 
troduced to the United States by Koussevitzky and 
the Boston Symphony in November of the same 
ear. 

The symphony is perhaps the most dignified 

of all of Prokofiev's works. There is an absence 

of the flashy orchestration which has been evi- 
dent in all the composer's work, but the or- 
chestral colors are never drab. The style seems 
to be more romantic and free from satire than 
many of his recent works. In any event, the work 
has established itself almost immediately as one 
of the major symphonic works of the generation. 

Dr. Rodzinski's telling interpretation of the 
score has been justly praised in performance, so 
it is fitting that he should record this fine con- 
temporary score. The performance is a product 
of a sensitive and comprehending musicianship 
which has been brilliantly reproduced.

THE MUSIC OF TCHAIKOVSKY. Edited by 
Gerald Abraham. W. W. Norton & Co. New 
York City, N. Y. $3.75. 


This book presents a much needed serious 
and thoroughgoing estimate of all of Tchaikovsky's 
music. Many authors have provided articles cover- 
ing all aspects of the music. Valuable information 
about the unfamiliar as well as the familiar works 
is provided. Comparatively little biographical ma- 
terial is given because the musical element is 
stressed. Because of this the book is quite unique. 

The essays included are: Tchaikovsky the Man 
(Edward Lockpeiser); The Symphonies (Martin 
Cooper); Works for Solo Instrument and Or- 
chestra (Eric Blom); Miscellaneous Orchestral 
Works (Ralph W. Wood); The Chamber Music 
(Colin Mason); The Piano Music (A. E. F. Dickin- 
son); Operas and Incidental Music (Gerald Abra- 
ham); The Ballets (Edwin Evans); The Songs (A. 
Alshvang); Religious and Other Choral Works 
(Gerald Abraham). 

In addition the book contains a chronological 
table of Tchaikovsky's life, a bibliography, a com- 
plete list of works and many musical examples. 


HAYDN, A Creative Life in Music. By Karl 
Geiringer. W. W. Norton & Co. New York 
City, N. Y. $5.00. 


At last wo have an up-to-date, scholarly bio- 
graphy of Haydn. The existing biographies of 
Haydn in English (other than those for children) 
date from at least forty years ago. In the inter- 
vening years much material has come to light on 
this great composer, so it is fitting that a new 
book should be written. Dr. Karl Geiringer is emi- 
nently qualified to present this new interpretation. 
As curator of the rich collection of the Society 
of Friends of Music in Vienna he was the successor 
to generations of Haydn search in the great Haydn 
libraries of Europe and has consulted many here- 
tofore unknown manuscript compositions. 

Following the biographical section of the book 
(roughly the first half), Dr. Geiringer takes up a 
detailed discussion of the works of Haydn. Not 
only are the familiar works included, but also many 
of the earlier and unjustly neglected compositions. 


The book, at once scholarly and warmly sym- 
pathetic, is an outstanding musical biography. 


MOZART, Genius of Harmony. By Ann M. Lingg. 
Henry Holt & Co., New York City, N. Y. $3.00. 


Ann M. Lingg, who relates Mozart's story, is 
a young musicologist and native of the composer's 
beloved Vienna. She has made Mozart her special 
study, working in the Mozarteum in Vienna follow- 
ing taking her degree at the University there. 
She brings to "Mozart" an extensive knowledge of 
the composer's life and works, and she conveys to 
the young reader, to whom the book is primarily 
addressed, her own enthusiasm for this great 
musician. 


The volume has a glossary of musical terms, 
biographical notes, a list of Mozart's many works 
(with dates of composition) and a list of record- 
ings (many of which are unobtainable at present). 
There is also a chart of musical and world events 
of each year of Mozart's brief life.
